I regret to inform you I have not received any news 
whatever of my dear daughter, Miss Sophia Frances 
Hickman, M.D. No clue has been found as to where she 
went on leaving the Royal Free Hospital last Saturday 
afternoon, and we have not the shghtest idea as to where 
she can be at present, which is most distressing to her 
parents, sisters, and friends, It is now thought shecarried 
a waterproof,(long drab ulster) with her when she left the 
Hospital. Some London papers have stated she went once 
to Spain by herself, having a small bag only. She never did 
such a thing. She travelled in Spain with me during five 
months about seven years ago. She has never once left the 
country without having a lady friend with her. She was 
most devoted to her family, self-sacrificing always, never at 
all eecentrie, romantic, or flighty, and only her medical work 
or care of the poor would take er away from her homeand 
friends. L{beg you will kindly allow me this opportunity 
of thanking so many who have sent her parent: messages 
of sympathy in our great trouble, to which it is- impossible 
for us to reply to by separate letters. I feel certain your 
readers will assist me to recover my daughter.

EATH OF LORD SALISBURY. — The 
illness of the Marquis of Salisbury terminated 
in his death fon Saturday evening last in the 
seventy-fourth year of his age. Born on Feb. 3, 
1830, the deceased statesman represented the 

younger Dranch of the Cecil family, being descended from 
Bir William Cecil (the first Lord Burleigh). He was 
educated at Eton, and, after a tour round the world, 
returned to England to secure a Fellowship at Oxford. At 
the age of twenty-three he was elected member for Stam- 
ford; and at twenty-seven, when Lord Robert Cecil, 
married a daughter of Baron Aiderson, of the Exchequer 
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commission after serving six years in the ranks, and for |

Division. He earned his living by journalism until 
June 1865, when, by the death of his elder brother, 
the courtesy title of Lord Cranborne devolved upon 
him, and he became heir to the Marquisate. Tiree 
years later he succeeded to the title, and took his 
seitin the House of Lords. In 18;4 he was offered the 
India Office, and after four years there, succeeded Lord 
Derby as Foreign Secretary. It was not, however, until the 
Berlin Conference that he took a foremost position in 
foreign diplomacy. At the death of Lord Beaconsfield in 
1881 Lord Sa isbury was selected as leader of the Con- 
servative party in the ‘Lords, and on the defeat of Mr. 
Gladstone in 1885 he became Prime Minister and Secretary 
tor Foreign Affairs. He retained office for only a year, 
but after Mr. Gladstone's short-lived Ministry he was 
again returned to power. His third Ministry was formed 


in 1895, and his fourth in 1900, which lasted until his resig- |

The 
presumption is.that. she foundered after collision, off the 
Dudgeon, with the 7'Aeodora, a big grain-laden ship, which 
was due at Hull early in July. S aantities of wreckage 
have been passed, and from the description the owner of 
the Isabela Walker has little doubt that the wreckage 
belonged to his vessel. Much wreckage from the Theodora 
has also been recovered in the same locality. The total 
loss of life caused by this disaster is calculated to be thirty. 
The Theodora carried twenty-three men, all Norwegians,

Three Bluejackets Drowned. — Tiree men of 
H.M.S. Hearty have lost their lives under extraordinary 
circumstances.

HE COUNTY CHAMPIONSHIP is bar 
something like a miracle, in the eustody of Middle- 
sex. "That the Metropolitan county is fully entitled 
to the honour few who have followed the game 
closely this season will attempt to deny. ‘They are 

not quite out of the wood at the time of writing, but the 
wretched weather makes it improbable that a definite result 
can be arrived at in any of the matches. Most of the 
wickets have been so saturated by the deluge that they 
will scarcely recover in time to allow of much alteration in 
the positions of the counties. 


There have already been the usual grumblings about the 
reckoning of points for the championship, and, truth to 
say, the ending to what promised to be an interesting 
season is not altogether satisfactory ; but one has to take 
matters as they are, and not as one would have them be.

With a couple of 
bowlers like Hust amd Rhodes, to say nothing of Haigh, 
who, by the way, is scarcely inferior to either, the “ Tykes" 
can nearly always’ get, their opponents out for a moderate 
score, and with their grand all-round batting strength 
Yorkshire have still one of the greatest sides ever seen, 
That, however, should not blind us to the fact that 
Middlesex ean at present command a splendid team
